H AW AII IN TH E SENATE. 


Chandler W ants an Opinion on the Ap­ 
pointm ent o f C om m issioner Blount. 


W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 9 .—A fter the rou­ 
tine business in the senate yester­ 
day, which occupied nearly an hour 
and in which there was nothing of 
public interest, Senator Chandler of­ 
fered a resolution directing the judi­ 
ciary com mittee to inquire and report 
its opinion as to cases in which the 
President m aj' constitutionally send 
agents or commissioners to foreign 
countries w ithout the advice and con­ 
sent of congress. 
“ Let’th a t resolution lie over," said 
Senator Gorman, and the resolution 
w ent over until to-morrow. 
Then Senator H oar’s resolution (of­ 
fered last week) calling on the secre­ 
ta ry of the treasury for a statem ent as 
to payments to Mr. B lount as commis­ 
sioner to H aw aii w as laid before the 
senate, and Senator Gorm an moved its 
reference to the commtttee on foreign 
relations. The H oar resolution and 
tile m otion of reference gave rise to 
a discussion, Senator 
Gorman and 
Senator Gray arguing th a t such ex­ 
penditures are alw ays made out of the 
secret service fund, and th a t inquiries 
as to details have never been made. 
Senator H oar said th a t all he w anted 
to know was if Mr. Blount was paid 
out of this fund, or was he paid as 
other m inisters are paid? 
Finally the H oar resolution was re­ 
ferred to the com m ittee on foreign re­ 
lations. 
Then Senator Turpie offered a reso­ 
lution, w hich w ent over, declaring 
among other things th a t foreign inter­ 
vention in the political affairs of the 
Hawaiian islands will be regarded as 
an act unfriendly' to the governm ent 
of the United States. 
The Frye resolution as to Hawaii 
was laid before the senate and w ent 
over u ntil Wednesday. 
Senator Davis gave notice th at on 
W ednesday next he would address the 
senate on Senator Fry’e’s resolution on 
the H aw aiian affair. 
Num erous petitions against the re­ 
duction of the tariff on many articles 
were presented.

C h i c a g o , Jan. 
9 .—The new year be­ 
gan its mission of destruction a t the 
W hite City yesterday by invoking the 
assistance of fire, quick to destroy in 
m inutes the work of months. 
About 
ti o’clock the fire started, either in the 
Peristyle or the Casino building, and 
the wind coming from the southeast 
off the lake whipped the fire into great 
sheets of flame which encircled the 
Casino, and soon it was a mass of em­ 
bers. 
The A gricultural building, just 
west and scarce a stone's throw away, 
w as imperiled. 
But the fire fed upon 
m aterial closer 
at 
hand. 
Having 
w rought its w ill upon the Casino, it 
leaped w ith strides northw ard along 
the Peristyle. 
It sped along the grand 
gateways to the Fair, like a m olten 
stream . 
G reat pieces of cornice fall 
w ith a crash, the corrugated columns 
fall; and ragged, scorched ends of 
beam s sway and fall. 
The tire, un­ 
stayed, and so hot it can scarce be ap­ 
proached, moves on northw ard, and 
Music hall a t the north end of the 
lake front colonnade is afire. 
From this point and from the Agri­ 
cultural building and all along the 
w est front or landw ard side of the 
Peristyle the 
fire 
departm ent lias, 
from the sta rt of the fire in the Casino, 
been com bating it, fighting it des­ 
perately b u t w ithout avail. 
The com­ 
bustible, 
sum m er-dried 
m aterial of 
which the Casino and Peristyle were 
built, w ere like tinder. 
The staff, 
even the heavy moldings, afforded no 
protection. 
H eated cornices and plas­ 
te r coating cracked away* and, expos­ 
ing the pitcli-pine beneath, gave rich 
provender for the tire to consume. 
The sight was 
most stupendous, 
glow ingly m agnificent when the arch 
of the Peristyle was reached. 
Flam es 
enveloped it w ith a surge, and the 
g reat 
Quadriga, 
typifying 
“ The 
Trium ph of Columbus,’’horses,chariots, 
figures and all, were w rapt in a fiery 
m antle—and the grandest group of 
statu ary a t the W orld’s Fair crum bled, 
fell away' into blackened dust. Ju st to 
the w est of the Peristyle, on the land­ 
w ard side, in the grand basin, stood 
Columbia, 
French's gigantic statue^ 
and she, gold-robed, looked all aglow 
in the flame, which so scorched and 
im periled the figure th a t great gold 
flakes scaled off and fell into the 
lagoon, throw ing up clouds of steam. 
All this tim e the flames were leaping 
along the 
Peristyle. 
The 
firemen 
essayed to stop the progress of the fire 
ineffectually’. 
The Music hall being 
reached, it w as sw ept away in a few 
moments. 
But while it was afire the 
g reat disaster of . the fire occurred, 
which a t once imperiled the W hite 
City, all of it. 
When the fire was a t its height the 
flames shot up and 
were 
tw isted 
whipped and w hirled over tow ard the 
M anufactures 
building, 
the great, 
tliirty-tw o-acre 
edifice, 
where the 
liberal 
arts 
of 
th e 
world were 
exhibited 
a t 
the 
Fair. 
G reat 
chunks of redhot em bers and blazing 
beams were upheaved as if im pelled 
by an explosion. 
The flames shot 
w estw ard tow ard the great building, 
and showers of coals fell upon the 
roof. 
The cry was th a t the M anu­ 
factures building was on fire. 
T he flames jum ped clear across the 
broad avenue between Music hall and 
the Liberal A rts edifice. The southeast 
corner of the great stru ctu re seemed 
to be pelted w ith a hail of fiery flakes, 
b u t the flames in the building, the 
token it was afire, appeared aw ay 
above the corner so fiercely attacked. 
A flame, sm all b u t m enacing, fm .t 
showed itself away up on • the roof of 
I the m ain building, underneath the 
roof w alk on tile east side or lake 
front, and up near the center of the 
building, 700 or 800 feet from the 
seething lire th a t was destroying Mu­ 
sic hall. 
So soon as this je t of flame 
w as discovered, firemen rushed to the 
rescue, bringing up hose by the long 
flight of outside stairs a t the south­ 
w est corner of the building. 
. The fire was well fought in the Man­ 
ufactures building, w here such valu­ 
able property and so much of it was 
endangered. 
At one tim e the firemen 
had fire to fight in all p arts of the

This Is of th e U tm ost Im portance to B oth 
P upil and Teacher. 
As regards the selection of pieces, 
teachers too often make the mistake of HOW TO 
choosing those too difficult for their pu­ 
pils. They forget that a simple melody 
well played is preferable at all times to 
an ambitious piece whose difficulties 
cause the performer to halt and stumble. 
An examination of the musical portfo­ 
lio of our average young ladies by one 
uninitiated would lead him to suppose 
them performers of the highest caliber. 
Liszt, Rubinstein, Raff and, in fact, ev­ 
er}’ famous concert composer will be 
found represented, while the owner 
thereof, most likely, will he unable to 
play even one bar of their compositions 
correctly. 
The Strauss waltz mania that swept 
over this country some years ago must 
ie held responsible for the checking of 
many a promising s tu d y 's advance­ 
ment. These waltzes, never originally 
intended for the piano, contain difficul­ 
ties beyond the grasp of ordinary per- 
ormers. W ritten for orchestra, their 
arrangement in piano form could not be 
otherwise than impracticable, so far as 
the aiding of a correct style of playing 
is concerned, and also unthankful as re­ 
gards results. For an average valse de 
concert, written for the instrument, 
though apparently from a cursory glance 
of a much higher grade, will, on close ex­ 
amination, not alone be found easier, but 
also incomparably more brilliant and ef­ 
fective. 
To those whose style is not yet formed, 
and who are anxious to obtain a perfect 
technique, The Musical World advises 
that they avoid all arrangements for or­ 
chestral scores or adaptations originally 
written for other instruments. . This of 
course does not apply to transcriptions 
made by eminent writers. The judicious 
selection of pieces, studies, etc., is of the 
utmost importance, not alone as apply­ 
ing to the welfare of the pupil, but also j 
molding the material success of the 
teacher. It is well for both parties if a 
happy medium is here adopted. Many 
go to the most opposite extremes. 
To the child who is just learning to 
read, we do not offer Shakespeare; nei­ 
ther does the father, when he desires to 
give his son some relaxation from his 
schoolbooks, select one of George Eliot's 
works. This would only weary his young 
mind, and instead of stimulating serve 
to check whatever is luxuriant there. 
The same rules apply to music. To ap­ 
preciate what is noble in this art, a grad­ 
ual cultivation is necessary. Yet the 
means to arrive at such an end must be 
most varied. It will not do to pursue a 
cut and dried course, applied to all, irre­ 
spective of difference in character or tal­ 
ent. One must be led, another stim u­ 
lated; this one restrained and apparently 
held flack by force; all different, yet all 
brought nearer to perfection by ways 
seemingly opposite.

The skirt is au important feature of a 
lady's dress. 
It must not only be cut 
after a perfect pattern, but must be made 
so as to hang just right. Then, too, there 
are skirts for stout women and skirts for 
slender ones; skirts for heavy materials 
and skirts for soft, clinging fabrics. The 
wise woman considers all these matters 
when selecting a pattern for her own 
dress skirts. 
The skirts of the present season, while 
hanging in fuller plaits at the back, do 
not stand out so much at the sides as 
they did in the spring. They are slight-

ly eased into the waist, and one model 
lias three gores at the back that hang 
each in a box plait. The gored bell 
skirt is a favorite for dresses in crepon 
silk arid similar fabrics.

The seam, 
where it fastens at the back, is cut on 
the cross, while the center of each 
breadth runs straight. 
This causes

and measures round the hem about 4 J 
yards.

Recipes For P otato Salad.

It con­ 
sists in boiling the potatoes in salted wa­ 
ter, letting them stand till almost cool, 
cutting them into dice, adding a gener­ 
ous portion of butter, half an onion 
shredded fine, 3 tablespoonfuls of vine­ 
gar, all mixed well together and served 
cold. 
The second recipe 1s for a salad that 
presents an attractive appearance in ad­ 
dition to being appetizing: Mix potatoes 
and onions, put them in a salad dish and 
pour over them a French dressing made 
with 2 tablespoonfuls of salad oil or but­ 
ter, the yolk of an egg and 3 tablespoon­ 
fuls of vinegar, mixing carefully the egg 
and butter and adding vinegar gradual­ 
ly.

It is to be hoped that congress will 
ignore the views of the secretary of 
agriculture and the chairman of the 
senate committee on agriculture anc, 
look into the merits and urgency o 
the Russian thistle bill.

After Delivering Three Thousands Of 
M eat and Tw o Thousand Loaves 
Of Bread To the Hungry Ones Of 
Brooklyn the Divine Give 
Goo! Advice.

B rooklyn, X. \ ., dan. 7, 1894. — It 
seemed appropriate th a t Dr. Talm age 
should 
preach 
this 
sermon after 
his personal 
contribution of 
3,000 
pounds 
of 
m eat 
and 
2,000 
loaves 
of bread 
to the poor who 
gat hered shivering in the cold around 
I'ne bakery and m eat store of Brooklyn, 
w here the food was distributed w ith­ 
out tickets, and no recom m endation 
required except hunger. 
The text 
was: 
M atthew 20: ii: 
“ Vc have the 
poor alw ays w ith you." 
Who said th at? 
The Christ who 
never owned anything’ 
during 
his 
earthly stay. 
His cradle aud his grave 
were borrowed. 
Every tig he ate was 
from some one elsc’s tree. 
Every drop 
of w ater lie drank w as from some one 
ciscos well. 
To pay his personal tax, 
w hich was very small, only tliirty-one 
and a q u arter cents, he had to perform 1 
a m iracle and m ake a fish pay it. 
All 
the heights and depths and lengths and 
breadths of poverty Christ m easured 
in his earthly experience, and w hen he 
comes to speak of destitution, he al­ 
w ays speaks 
sym pathetically, 
and 
w h at he said then is as tru e now: ‘‘Ye 
have the poor alw ays w ith you." 
Cor 6,000 years the bread question 
has been the active and absorbing 
question. 
W itness the people crowd­ 
ing up to Joseph's storehouse in Egypt. 
W itness the fam ine in Sam aria and 
.lerusalem . 
W itness the 7,000 hungry 
people for whom Christ m ultiplied the 
loaves. 
W itness the uncounted m ill­ 
ions of people now living, who, I be­ 
lieve, have never yet had one full meal 
of healthful and nutritious food in all 
their lives. T hink of the 354 great fam ­ 
ines in England. 
T hink of the 25,000,- 
000 people under the hoof of hunger 
year before last in Russia. 
The fail­ 
ure bf the Nile to overflow for seven 
years in the eleventh century left those 
regions depopulated. 
Plague of in­ 
sects in England. 
Plague of ra ts in 
M adras presidency. 
Plague of mice 
in Essex. 
Plague of locusts in China. 
Plague of grasshoppers in America. 
D evastation w rought by drought, by 
deluge, by frost, by w ar,by hurricane, 
by earthquake, by comets flying too 
near the earth, by change in the m an­ 
agem ent of national finances, bv bale­ 
ful. causes innum erable 
t he first reason we have alw ays the 
poor w ith us,is because of the perpetual 
overhauling of the tariff question, or, 
as I shall call it, the tariffic contro­ 
versy. 
There is a need for such a 
word and so I take the responsibility 
of m anufacturing i t 
There are mil­ 
lions of people who are expecting th a t 
the present congress of the U nited 
Slates w ill do som ething one way or 
the other to end this discussion. 
B ut 
it w ill never end. 
W hen I was five 
years of age I rem em ber hearing my 
fath er and his neighbors in vehem ent 
discussion of this very question. 
It 
was high tariff or low tariff or no tariff

all. 
When 
your 
great-grand­ 
child dies a t 90 years of age, it will 
probably be from over-exertion in dis­ 
cussing the tariff. 
On the day the 
world is destroyed, there w ill be three 
men standing on the postoffice steps— 
one a high tariff man, another a low 
tariff man, and the other a free tariff

subject. 
O ther 
questions may get 
quieted, the Mormon question, the sil­ 
ver question, the pension question, the 
civil service question. 
All questions 
of annexation may come to peaceful 
settlem ent by the annexation of isl­ 
ands tw o weeks voyage aw ay and the 
heat of their 
volcanoes 
conveyed 
through pipes under the sea made use­ 
ful iii w arm ing our continent, or an­ 
nexation of the moon, dethroning the 
queen of night, who is said to be dis­ 
solute, aud bringing the lunar popu­ 
lations under the influence of our free 
institutions; yea all other .questions, 
national and international, may be 
settled, b u t this tariffic question,never. 
It will not only never be settled, b u t 
it can never be m oderately quiet for 


the earth, all good doctors, b u t their 
treatm en t of our languishing finances 
is so different th a t neither treatm ent 
has a full opportunity, and under the 
constant changes it is simply w onder­ 
ful th a t the nation still lives.

tariff question w ill never be settled 
because of the fact, which I have never 
heard any one recognize,but, neverthe­ 
less. the fact, th a t high tariff is best 
for some

others. 
This 
ta r­ 
iffic 
controversy 
keeps 
business 
through 
w ith 
uncer- 
and th at uncertainty results in 
poverty and w retchedness for a vast 
m ultitude of people. 
lf the eternal 
gab on this subject could have been 
fashioned into loaves of bread, there 
w ould not be a hungry man or woman 
or child on all the planet. 
To the end 
of time, the words of the text will be 
kept true by the tariffic controversy. 
“ Ye have the poor alw ays w ith you.” 
A nother cause of perpetual poverty 
is the cause alcoholic. 
The victim does 
not last long. 
He soon crouches into 
the drunkard's grave. But w hat about 
his wife and children? She takes in 
w ashing, when she can get it, or goes 
out w orking on sm all wages, because 
sorrow and privation have left her in­ 
capacitated to do a strong wom an's 
work. 
The children are thin-blooded 
and gau n t and pale and weak, stand­ 
ing around bi cold rooms, or pitching 
pennies on the street corner, 
and 
m unching a slice of unbuttered bread 
w hen they can get it, sworn a t by pass­ 
ers-by because they do not got out of 
the way, kicked onw ard tow ard m an­ 
hood or womanhood, for which they 
have no preparation, except a depraved 
appetite and frail constitution, candi­ 
dates for alm s-house and penitentiary. 
W hatever other causes of poverty 
may fail, 
the saloon may be de­ 
pended on to furnish an ever-increasing 
throng of paupers. 
Oh, ye grog-shops 
of Brooklyn and New York and of all 
the cities! 
Ye m ouths of hell! when 
w ill ye cease to crauncli and devour? 
T here is no danger of this liquor busi 
ness failing.

Iiarness- 
m akers fail, druggists fail, bankers 
fail, butchers fail, bakers fail, confec 
tioners fail, b u t the liquor dealers 
never. 
It is the only secure business 
I know of. 
Why the perm anence of 
the alcoholic trade? 
Because, in the 
first place, the men in th a t business, 
if tig h t up for money, only have to put 
into large quantities of w ater more 
strychnine 
and logwood and 
mix 
vomica and vitriol and other con­ 
genial concom itants for adulteration. 
One quart of the real genuine pan- 
dem oniac elixir w ill do to mix up w ith 
several gallons of m ilder dam nation. 
Beside th at, these dealers can depend 
on an increase of dem and on the part 
of th eir customers. 
The more of th a t 
stuff they drink, the th irstier they are. 
H ard times, which stop other bust 
nesses, only increase th a t business, for 
m en go there to drown their troubles. 
They take the spirits down to keep 
th eir spirits up. 
There is au inclined 
plane down w hich alcoholism slides its 
victims. 
Claret, 
cham pagne, 
port, 
cognac, whisky, Tom and Jerry, sour 
mash, 
on and down u n til it is a 
sort 
of 
m ixture of kerosene 
oil, 
turpentine, toadstools, swill, essence 
of 
the 
horse 
blankets 
and 
general nastiness. 
W ith its red sword 
of flame, th a t liquor power m arshals 
its procession, and thev move on in 
ranks long enough to girdle the earth, 
and the procession is headed by the 
nose-blotched, nerve-shattered, rheum ­ 
eyed, lip-bloated, soul-scorched inebri­ 
ates, followed by the women, who, 
though brought up in com fortable 
homes, now go lim ping past w ith aches 
and pains and pallor and hunger and 
woe, followed by their children, bare­ 
foot, uncombed, freezing, and w ith a 
w retchedness of tim e and eternity 
seem ingly compressed in their agonized 
features. 
“ Forw ard, m arch!” cries the 
j liquor business to th at array w ithout 
banners. 
Keep th a t influence moving 
on and you will have the poor a I way’s 
w ith you. 
Report comes from one of 
the cities, where the m ajority of the 
inhabitants are out of work and de­ 
pendent on charity, yet last year they 
spent more in th a t city for rum than 
they did for clothing and groceries. 


A nother w arranty th a t my tex t will 
prove true in the perpetual poverty of 
the w orld is the wicked spirit of im ­ 
providence. 
A vast num ber of people 
have such sm all income th at they can 
more th an three years a t a time, each j not lay by in savings bank or life in­ 
party getting into power taking one of 
the four years to fix it up, and then 
the next party w ill fix it down. 
Our 
finances cannot get 
well 
because 
of 
too 
m any 
doctors. 
It 
is 
w ith sick nations as w ith sick in­ 
dividuate. 
Here is a m an terribly dis­ 
ordered as to his body. 
A doctor is 
called in, and he adm inisters a febri­ 
fuge, a spoonful every bour. 
B ut re­ 
covery is postponed, and the anxious 
friends call in another doctor, and 
he says: “ W hat this patient needs is 
blood 
letting: 
now 
roll 
up 
your 
sleeve!” and the lancet flashes. 
But 
still recovery is 
postponed, and a 
hom eopathic doctor is called in. and he 
adm inisters some small pellets, 
and 
says; “ All the patient w ants is rest.” 
Recovery still postponed, the fam ily 
say th a t such small pellets can not 
am ount to much anyhow, and an allo­ 
pathic doctor is called in, and he says: 
“ W hat this patient w ants is calomel 
and jalap ." 
Recovery still postponed. 
a hydropathic doctor is called in. and 
he says: “ W hat this patient w ants is 
hot and cold baths, and he m ust have 
them rig h t away. 
T urn on the faucet 
and g et ready’ the show er baths." 
Recovery still postponed, an eclectic 
doctor is called in. and he brings 
all the schools to bear 
upon the 
poor sufferer, and the patient, after a 
brave struggle for life, expires. 
W hat 
felled him? 
Too m any doctors. 
And 
th a t is w hat is killing our national 
finances. 
My personal friends, Cleve­ 
land and H arrison and Carlisle and 
fcK iniey and Sherman^ as talented 
d lovely and splendid men as walk 


surance one cent a year. 
It takes 
every farthing they can carn to spread 
the table and clothe the fam ily and 
educate the children, and if you blame 
such people for improvidence, you en­ 
act a cruelty. 
On such a salary as 
many’ clerks and em ployees and many" 
m inisters of religion live, and on such 
wages as many" workm en receive, they 
can not, in twenty" 
years, lay up 
tw’enty’ cents. 
B ut you know and I 
knew many who have competent, in­ 
come and could provide som ewhat for 
the future, who live up every dollar, 
and when they die, their children go to 
the poor house or on the street. 
By the 
time the wife gets the husband buried, 
she is in debt to the undertaker aud 
gravedigger for th a t which she can 
never pay". 
W hile the man lived he 
had his w’ine parties and fairly stunk 
w ith tobacco, and then expired, leav­ 
ing his fam ily upon the charities of the 
world. 
Do not send for mc to come 
and conduct the obsequies and read 
over such a carcass the 
beautiful 
liturgy: “Blessed are the dead who 
die in the Lord,” for, instead of that. I 
w ill turn over the leaves of the bible 
to F irst Timothy", 5th chapter, 18th 
verse, where it says: “ If any provide 
not for his own, and especially for 
those of his own house, he hath de­ 
nied the faith, and is worse than an 
infidel;” or I will tu rn lo Jerem iah,22d 
chapter, 19th verse, where it says: 
“ He shall be buried w ith the burial 
of an ass, draw n and cast forth beyond 
the gates of Jerusalem .” 
I can not im­ 
agine any more unfair or m eaner thing 
than for a man to get bis sins pardoned 


a t the last m inute, and then go ta 
heaven and live in a mansion, and go 
riding about in a golder, chariot over 
the golden streets, w hile his wife and 
children, whom he m ight have pro­ 
vided for, are begging for cold victuals 
a t tile basem ent door of an earthly’ 
city. 
It seems to me there ought to lie 
a poorhouse somewhere on the o ut­ 
skirts of heaven, w here those guilty’ of 
such im providence should be kept for 
a w hile on thin soup and gristle, in­ 
stead of sitting down a t the king's 
banquet. 
It is said th a t the church 
is a divine institution and I believe 
it. 
.I list as certainly’ are the sav­ 
ings 
banks 
and 
the 
life 
insur­ 
ance com panies divine institutions. As 
out of evil good often comes, so out of 
the 
doctrine 
of probabilities, cal­ 
culated by’ Prof. llusrcns and Prof. 
Pascal for gam es of chance, came the 
calculation of the 
probabilities of 
hum an life as used by life insurance 
companies, and no business on earth is 
more stable or honorable, and 
no 
m ightier mercy for the hum an race 
has been born since C hrist was born. 
Bored beyond endurance for my sig­ 
n ature to papers of all sorts, there is 
one sty’le of paper th a t I alw ays sign 
w ith a feeling of gladness and trium ph, 
and th a t is a paper which the life in­ 
surance com pany requires from the 
clergym an after a decease in his con­ 
gregation, in order to the paym ent 
of the policy" to the bereft house­ 
hold. 
I alw ays w rite ray nam e then 
so they’ can read it. I can not help b u t 
say’ to myself: 
“ Good for th a t man 
to have looked after his wife and chil­ 
dren after earthly departure. 
May he 
have one of the best seats in heaven!” 
Young man! 
The day’ before or the 
day afte r you get m arried, go to a life 
insurance com pany of established rep­ 
utation and get the medical exam iner 
to put the stethoscope to your lungs 
and his ear close u p to y ’our h eart,w ith 
your vest off. and have signed, sealed 
and delivered to you a docum ent th a t 
will, in case of your sudden departure, 
make for th a t lovely girl the difference 
between a queen and a pauper. 
I have 
know n men who have had an income of 
$3,000, $4,000, $5,000 a year, who did 
not leave one farthing to the surviving 
holist hold. 
Now th a t m an’s death is 
a defalcation, an outrage, a swindle. 
lie did not die; he absconded. 
There 
are a hundred thousand people in 
America to-day a hungered through 
the sin of improvidence. 
“ B ut.” say 
some, “my* income is so small I can I 
not afford to pay’ the premium on a i 
life insurance.” 
Are you sure about 
that? 
If y’ou are sure, then you have 
a rig h t to depend on the promise in 
Jerem iah, 49th chapter, 
lith verse: 
“ Leave thy" fatherless children, I will 
preserve them alive, 
and 
let 
thy 
widows tru st in me.” 
But if you are 
able to. rem em ber you have no rig h t 
to a sk G o d to do for your household 
th a t which you can do for them your­ 
self. 
For the benefit of those young 
men, excuse a practical personality. 
Beginning my life’s work on the m uni­ 
ficent salary of $800 a y’ear and a par­ 
sonage, and when the call was placed 
in my hands, I did n ot know how in 
the world I would ever be able to 
spend th a t amount, of money’, and I re­ 
m em ber indulging in a devout wish 
th a t I m ight not be led into w orldli­ 
ness and prodigality by" such an over­ 
plus of resources, anil at a tim e when 
articles of food and clothing were 
higher than they* are now.

fear of dying. 
I have for m any years 
been such an ardent advocate of life in­ 
surance,and my sermon on “ The Crime 
of not Insuring" has been so long 
used on both sides of the sea by the 
chief life insurance companies th a t 
some people have supposed th a t I re­ 
ceived m onetary com pensation 
for 
w hat I have said and w ritten. 
Not a 
penny. 
I will give any man a hun­ 
dred dollars for every penny I have re­ 
ceived from any life insurance com­ 
pany’. 
W hat I have said and w ritten 
on the subject has resulted from the 
conviction th a t these institutions are a 
benediction to the hum an race. 
But 
alas,for the wide-spread improvidence! 
You are now in your charities helping 
to support the fam ilies of men who 
had more income than you now have, 
or ever have had, or ever w ill have, 
and yon can depend on the im provi­ 
dence of many for the tru th of my text 
in all tim es and in all places: “ Ye have 
the poor alw ays w ith you.”

They 
say’, “ W hat an opportunity!” and they 
put down the hard cash for an orna j 
in en ted deed for ten lots under w atei i 
They hear of a new silver mine opened 
in Nevada, and they say, “ W hat a 
chance!" and they take the little money 
they" have in the savings bank and pay* 
it out for as beautiful a certificate ol 
m ining stock as was ever printed, and 
the only tiling they w ill ever get out 
of the investm ent is the aforesaid 
illum inated lithograph. 
They 
are 
alw ays on t lie verge of millionairedom , 
and 
are sometimes 
w orried as to 
whom they* shall bequeath their ex -j 
cess of fortune. 
They invest in aerial 
machines, or new inventions in per j 
pctual motion, and they succeed in 
w’h at m athem aticians think impossible, 1 
the squaring of a circle, for they do 
everything on the square and win the 
whole circle of disappointm ent. 
They 
are good, honest, brilliant failures. ! 
They die poor, and leave nothing to 
their fam ilies but a model of some in-! 
vention th a t would not work, and . 
whole portfolios of diagram s of th in g 1- j 
impossible. 
I can not help but like I 
them, 
because they* are so cheerful ! 
w ith great expectations. 
But theii I 
children are a bequest to the Bureau : 
of City Charities. 
Others adm inister ! 
to the crop of the w orld’s m isfortune 
by being too unsuspecting. 
Honest 
themselves, 
they belief all 
other? 
are 
honest. 
They 
are 
fleeced 
and scalped and vivisected by the 
sharpers in all styles of business, and 
cheated out of everything between 
cradle and grave, and those tw o ex­ 
ceptions only because they have noth­ 
ing to do in buying either of them. ; 
Others are retained for m isfortune by 
inoppotunc sickness. 
Ju st as 
th at 
law yer w as to make the plea that 
would have put him am ong the strong 
men of the profession, neuralgia stung 
him. 
Ju st as th a t physician was to 
prove his skill in an epidemic, his own 
poor health im prisoned him. 
Ju st as 
th a t m erchant m ust be at the store for 
some decisive and introductory’ bar­ 
gain. he sits w ith a rheum atic joint ; 
on 
a 
pillow, 
the 
room 
redolent 
w ith 
linim ent. 
W hat 
an 
over- j 
w helm ing statistic would be the story 
of men and women and children impov- j 
erished by sicknesses. 
Then the cy­ 
clones. 
Then 
the 
Mississippi and 
Ohio freshets. 
Then the stopping of 
tile 
factories. 
Then 
the curculio* 
am ong the peach trees. 
Then the in- 
ceti Ie devastation of potato patches | 
and w heat fields. 
Then the epizootic- 
am ong the horses and the hollow’ horn | 
am ong the herds. 
Then the. rains th a t 
drow n 
out 
everything 
and 
the 
droughts th at burn up half a conti­ 
nent. 
Then the orange groves die 
under the w hite teeth of the hoar 
frost. 
Then the coal strikes and the 
iron strikes and the m echanics'strikes, 
which a 1! strike labor harder than 
they strike capital. 
Then the yellow 
lever at 
Brunswick

What m ay be term ed the P resident's 
special outfits include a fisherm an's 
suit an d a shooting outfit.

land possesses a full equipm ent of oil­

T his suit sh elters the w earer 
from rain and spray, and explains Mr. 
Cleveland’s readiness to go fishing in 
all sorts of w eather.
